THE FORENSIC INVESTIGATOR 


Dr. Henry Lee, the world’s foremost forensics expert, on bloody walls, Wayne Newton and the 0.}. Simpson scholarship 


How close to reality are shows 

such as CSI, in which forensic 

scientists look like rock stars? 
It’s an excellent show but far from 
reality. CSI is really misleading 
because the public thinks forensic 
scientists can actually do what they 
do on the show. They patrol the 
street and arrest people, which 
we don't do. Most forensics people 
don’t even go to crime scenes—they 
stay in the lab and examine evi- 
dence. Only a few like myself go to 
the scene, and that’s because ear- 
lier in my life, in Taiwan, I was a 
police captain in charge of detec- 
tives. We'd never be able to do what 
CST can do. Much of the technology 
they use doesn’t exist. 

When you go to acrime scene, do 

you use a Sherlock Holmes-style 

magnifying glass? 
Yes, it helps me tremendously. I 
can’t bring a microscope to the 
crime scene like on CSI. But ifI can’t 
see trace evidence, I can’t collect it. 
Ihave tons of equipment, I have a 
lab at my house and a lab here at the 
University of New Haven. Irecently 
designed a magnifying glass with 
two light sources—a UV light anda 
regular light, A company manufac- 
tures it for us as well as some of the 
crime-scene tools we've developed. 

Does that make you the George 

Foreman of forensics? 
No, I'm not as industrial as George 
Foreman. I told the company to keep 
the cost low, from $4 up to $90. 

Do you ever go to a bloody crime 

scene and instantly think, “This 

guy is guilty”? 
Yes, I do. I have those instincts as 
an ex-cop. But you still have to keep 
your mind neutral. As a scientist, my 
logic tells me no, Ihave to forget I’m 
a cop. You can’t look at something 
and form an opinion. A lot of times 
a cop will do that. On a crime scene 
you can have a gut feeling. If you 
trustit, you develop tunnel vision, 
from which there’s often no return. 

Have you been surprised that way? 
One case I recently did, a defense 
case, this woman was charged with 
killing her boyfriend. Ifyou sawthe 
apartment—there was blood every- 
where—you'd think, “Definitely this

was murder,” It turned out, though, 
that the man died ofa bad liver; he 
was a chronic alcoholic. He had 
cirrhosis of the liver and so was con- 
stantly vomiting blood. It was all 
over the place. Anytime you see a 
crime scene and there are tremen- 
dous blood splatters, you instantly 
suspect murder, 
You were an expert witness for the 
defense for 0.J. Simpson. Did 
they pay you tons of cash? 
Since it’s a private case, all the 
money from my fee is given to the 
university and to our scholarship 
fund—without income the institute 
can't pay expenses. 
So there are students at UNH 
being paid for with 0.J.’s cash? 
Yes, also from Laci Peterson and 
many others. When I came to this 
country, I had to work three jobs 
and teach kung fu to make a living, 
all while going to school. I promised 
myself that someday I would help 
youngsters make their life a little 
bit easier than what I went through. 
Some say you got 0.J. off the hook. 
Did he do it? 
If he did do it, they had to prove it 
beyond a reasonable doubt. That is 
the spirit of this country’s judicial 
system. Maybe he did it, but they 
did not prove it. That case should 
have been solved easily because of 
three bloody fingerprints on Nicole’s 
arm. Ifthey were 0.J.’s fingerprints, 
then the case would've been solved. 
What happened? 
There were pictures of them, but 
they never collected the finger- 
prints. Nicole's body was sent to the 
morgue and they were washed off. 
With the 0.J, case, the public was 
upset because they didn’t prove rea- 
sonable doubt. When it started, all 
the Caucasians said, “He’s guilty as 
hell!” All the minorities said, “He’s 
not. He’s totally innocent!” The 
Chinese... well, we don’t care. That 
shows you the public perception. 
The public has to know that science 
has a limit. We're not CSI or Quincy. 
People think we can talk to the 
dead, but we can’t. 
How many cases are you working 
on at any one time? 
Right now I’m juggling about 800. 


In my career I’ve handled about 


7,000. Many times hundreds of 
people work on a case and I just 
assist them. 

What are the typical cases you're 

called in to investigate? 
The majority are murder mysteries, 
unsolved or cold cases. Many are 
from 30 years ago or more, dating 
as far back as the 1940s and ‘50s. 
Right now I havea case from 1618— 
you know Pocahontas? She went 
from America to England ona peace 
mission, but she never came back. 
I never knew that part of history 
until Wayne Newton told me. 

The Vegas singer? What does 

Wayne Newton have to do with 

Pocahontas? 
I had never even heard of Wayne 
Newton, and one day my secretary 
came in and said to me, “Mr. Newton 
called.” I said, “I don’t know any Mr. 
Newton. Tell him I’m unavailable.” 

Why are you and Wayne Newton 

looking for a dead Native American 

from four centuries ago? 
It’s ahuge missing piece in American 
history. She was only 16, and yet 
had the courage to travel on a boat 
to England. Then she died and no 
one knows where the body is. 

Any luck finding her? 
I recently went to England, but it 
wasn't very successful. We went to 
pick up allthe data, and sure enough 
they had records of Pocahontas, 
which say that in 1618 she died of 
smallpox and then was buried in a 
church in Gravesend. There were 
two churches there in 1618: St. 
George’s is still a church, but over 
the years it burned down twice. St. 
Mary's burned down too—now it’s 
been turned into a bar. 

There’s a photo of Inspector 

Clouseau on your wall. Do you 

consider him an inspiration? 
That was a gift. In my line of work, 
you need a sense of humor. You have 
the burden of others’ tragedy. When 
you go home, you bring it with you, 
so many of us just burn out. FHM

Hero pose 

Sure, George is a hero every Sunday —as long as he fulfills his 

| fantasy-football requirements of 100-plus yards and at least one 
TD. This pose helps him reach those goals by stretching his entire 

lower body, and by helping with leg lifting, i.e. stepping over 

wayward safeties. Sit on your knees with the top of your feet flat 

on the floor. If your ass doesn’t naturally touch the ground, slide 

a block under you to support your weight. Now lean back as far 

as you can. Hold the pose for about a minute. If you want an 

especially limber groin, go ahead and repeat. 


Jailhouse shower pose 

| So dubbed by Lindsay for the way it leaves you face-down with 

| your ass in the air, the jailhouse shower pose extends the back, 
shoulders and triceps—all useful assets when bouncing off 

| linebackers. Put your chest on the ground and stretch your 
hands out in front of you, palms down. Your knees should be 
spread wide open, but your feet should be angled back together 
so they almost touch. Now shift your ass down and your chest 

| up and out. “This also really stretches the groin,” George says. 
“That helps when | go to cut—I can get more out of it.” 


Pigeon pose 

Not even a trunkful of semiautomatics can ruin an NFL running 
back’s reputation faster than a penchant for fumbling. To help 
Eddie’s grip, Lindsay has incorporated a finger-strengthening 
exercise into this pose, which primarily opens up the hips and 
also stretches the hammies. Settle down into a front split, but 
with your front leg bent at the knee to keep your foot as close to 
your back thigh as possible. Then lean forward. To add the hand- 
strengthening element, grip the floor with your fingertips, 

| keeping your palms off the ground. Switch legs and repeat. 
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Twisting triangle to prayer twist 
“When Eddie sits cross-legged on the floor, his knees will often 
be way off the ground,” Lindsay says. “These poses improve 
flexibility through his hip flexors, which get very tight due to his 
work.” Drop down onto your left knee while extending the right 
leg straight out. Put your weight on your left hand and reach 
straight up with your right arm. Then switch your weight 
forward as you bend your right knee. Bring your hands together 
in a prayer pose and rotate your torso so your armpit is over your 
forward knee.
